The lessons drawn 
wore important ones. la that question 
there ia a srave fact to be consideredi 
an implied admonition to be pondered, 
an important intimation concerning onr 
work and n final direction given to our 
thoughts 
concerning the 
departed. 


These 
pointa wore aJl touched upon 


eloquently by the pastor who had long 
inown tho deceased and who was well 
acquainted with his charitable ways and 
hopeful spirit. 


Kev. W. H. Douglass was bora in Bru- 


tus, Cayuga County, N. Y. in tho month 
of August, 1816. 
Wbilo yet in early life 


be was awakened to a sense or his lost 
estate, and o( bis need ot a aavior, and 
Irom that deep consciousness of need he 
was led to a hearty acceptance ot Christ, 
and thence to fall devotement of his life 
to the Redeemer's service. 


Then, as woe most natural, arose the 


question, what that life service should 
bo, and the conviction at length became 
clear and strong that God would have 
him serve in the gospel of his Son, by 
preaching that gospel to dying men. To 
this work therefore bo consecrated the 
powers uf his young life and was or- 
dained to the work of tho ministry by an 
ecclesiastical council, duly convened at 
Palmyra, N. Y., on the 18th of June, lt'-13. 
For cloven years thereafter ho held the 
pastoral relation and did effective work 
ia the Baptist churches in Palmyrn, 
Manlms, Fayetteville, Delphi, Canan- 
daigua and Brookport, in his native stale. 
Special revival blessings attended his 
work in Canandaig.ua and Brockport, and 
many converts were brought into those 
oburchea under hie ministry. 
In 1854 


he came to Wisconsin and succeeded 
Kev. 0. J. Dearborn as pastor of the 
Baptist church in Janesville. In 1850, 
with health much impaired, ho resigned 
his pastorate here, and was followed by 
ftev. Oalnsha Anderson. From that time 
until the final breaking down of 
his 


health ho supplied the pulpih of churches 
ia the vicinity ot his home for longer or 
shorter periods as the providence of God 
seemed to direct, his longest terms of 
stated supply being at Aftan and Edger 
torj. As a preacher he wa? earnest, vig- 
orous and scriptural. His apprehension 
ot tho troths of the sacred word wag 
clear and well defined. Ho lored revival 
work, whether as leader or fellow-worker 
in it. In his pew, on the Sabbatb, ho 
was a most attentive hsfener,and evinced 
a special love for all clear exhibitions of 
tho glorious gospel of 
the blessed 


God. He gloried in the cross ot Ghust and 
delighted in all preaching of which Jesus 
was tho beginning and the ending. For 
many months he was a suffering invalid, 
but in tho midst ot his suffering he en- 
joyed the supporting presence of Him 
who said ''Lo.Iam with you always.' 
From great debility ho hal so far rallied 
as to be able to resume his placa occa- 
i-ionally in public worship, and was just 
[Blaming on foot from a visit at a neigh- 
bor's house, when, as suddenly as to 
Enoch, camo the final call, and "he was 
not, for God t'jok him." So closed h: 
earthly life. That it was a lite without 
faults, he would have been himself the 
last to claim, but it is claimed that it was 
a life of sincere repentance, and honest 
effort to follow Christ, and we havono 
doubt that many saved ones on the 
other (ho: e] \ull recognize him as the 
instrument under God of their awaken- 
ing conversion and eternal salvation.
